Powers spent his last hours receiv- 


ing religious solace and preparing a 
final message to his wife. He was re- 
signed to his .fate, although he said, 
that "it is hard to believe that in- 
justice can be so great." He had stead- 
fastly denied that he killed Mrs. 
Lemke or Mrs. Eicher and her three 
children for whose deaths he was in- 
dicted but not tried. 


Powers was moved' to tears Friday 


when the last letter from his wife, 
Mrs. Luclla Strother Powers of Clarks- 
burg, was read. 


Mrs. 
Powers, who was wooed and 


won by mail—as were Mrs. Lemke and 
Mrs. 
Eich^er—told her husband in her 


farewell letter that she Icvcs him and 
t,aid, "I don't know how I am to liva 
through the terrible punishment." 


Mrs. Powers wrote the letter in bad1. 


She has been ill since the Lothario 
was arrested. 


"1 am so heartbroken and so dis- 


tressed I can hardly live," 'she wrote. 
"Oh, I think it is terrible to give you 
up under such . circumstances. Oh, 
Harry, dear, may God have mercy on 
you and when you are through with 
the troubles in this life my you have a 
home in Heaven where there is nj 
sorrow and some sweet uay I will 
come to see you, dear, and live for- 
ever will) you."

Laborers^ Earnihg More 
than Elsewhere, "Stirred 


Up,'' Board Told 


SHREVEPORT, La.—(/P)—Attorneys 


for the Louisiana an'd Arkansas rail- 
road in hearing here Friday before 
President Hoover's Emergency Board' 
charged that negro laborers working 
on contract with the road had been 
"Stirred up" in a ^vage dispute by 
white men, while employers' leaders 
fighting a id per cent basic wage cut 
denied responsibility and claimed that 
railroad officials had refused to arbi- 
trate differences. 


On the grounds that the president's 


proclamation authorizing the board to 
settel the troube did not include a 
complaint from negro laborers bf the 
road. Justice Walter P. Stacey Of the 
North Carolina'Supreme Court, chair- 
man Of, the board, Jheld that the negro 
workers' complaint could be disbussed 
at, the,. hearing ronly, as a collateral 
complaint.

A. Li Burford, attorney for the rail- 


road, 
exchanged 
arguments 
with 


Franklin Jones who said he repre- 
sented a majority Of the negro em- 
ployes on the L. and A., and Willis 
Shyder, another attorney for the em- 
ployes. 


The shop crafts' attorneys contended 


that a working agreement made by 
the railroad With a group of negro 
employes constituted a 'rump" agree- 
ment signed by employes.who failed 
to represent a majority of the rail 
workers. Burford' declared that this 
agreement was bona fide and said that 
there was no quarrel between his road 
and these workers; Outsiders who 
were former employes, Burford 'charg- 
ed, had "stirred up" the trouble; lead- 
Ing to the recent taking of a "strike 
vote." 


Snyder claimed that his organization 


had been unable to gain recognition 
from the railroad and charged that the 
rail officials had sought to make their 
working agreements with selected 
groups of laborers. 


Burford said it had been incorrectly 


contended that the railroad was trying 
to "grind down its negro employes." 


"These negroes are being paid twice 


as much in our employ," Burford said, 
"as they would get in any other line 
of work except railroading."

Washington squelched all opposition 
by the strong arni of the army and 
at the point of the bayonet compell- 
ed the wets to get in line and obey the 
law. The wets completely subsided 
When they saw the bayonets coming 
and gave no more trouble.

farthing and the honor of the govern- 
ment was maintained.

United States has had no trouble in 
borrowing any amount of 
money 


needed, and whenever there is to be 
n loan made the people rush for- 
ward to get to be among those who 
supply the government with all the 
money it calls for. That is a good 
policy for private persons to follow 
also and get up the reputation of pay- 
ing debts and then when there is a 
need to borrow there will be no 
trouble in finding lenders. Washing- 
ton, 
then, stood forth as a giant for 


law enforcement and honesty in the 
administration of the government. •

' 1^3 cup cold Water 


% tablespoon gelatine 
4' eggs. 
3 tablespoons lemOn juice 


1 Grated rind of lemon 
• 1'cup.sugar 


% teaspoon salt 
1 cup whipped cream for meringue 
Method—Set the gelatine to soak in 


the cold water and let it stand while 
the Other mixture is being prepared. 
Place 4 egg yolks in an enamel round 
bottom bowl. Add to the yolks the 
lemon juice arid rind .and half the 
sugar. Set the bowl in a pan of boll- 
ing water, and while the water is 
kept boiling beat the mixture with a 
wire whip until it is very light, and 
creamy, Remove from fire "pan of 
water and all and while the mixture 
remains in the pan of boiling water 
add the gelatine, stirring in well. 


Add the salt to' egg whites and beat 


stiff, then add rest of sugar, now fold 
mto the cooked mixture Birring in 
well so that there will be no water 


formation 'in bottom. 


Now pour the filling into a large 


baked pastry shell, and'place in cold- 
est part of refrigerator for two or three" 
hours. Top with whipped cream whe*n 
ready to serve. 


Salad of Pear In Lime Jelly 


Open and drain one can pears con- 


taining from nine to eleven halves. 
Into the seed pit of each slice of pear 
put a red cherry and place the jlears 
upright around the 
sides of a ring 


mold. Place the cherries against the 
cutside Of the mold so that they will 
be seen as salad is served. 


Prepare as much lime-flavored gel- 


atine as you need to fill the mold. 
For one quart of jelly, add two extra 
teaspoons of gelatin to help hold the 
pears'. First soak this extra gelatin 
in one-third of a cup of cold water, 
then dissolve it ih the hot lime mix- 
ture. Chill throughly. 


Just before serving, unmold on a 


flat dish. Fill the center of mold 
with mayonnaise, and if you like sur- 
rOund the jelly with hearts of lettuce.
